I  present  to  you  Merlo  John  Pusey,  journalist  anJ 
biographer,  firm  disciple  and  vigorous  advocate  of  American 
democratic  ideals  and  freedom,  a  native  Utahn  who  has 
earned  the  acclaim  of  his  whole  country. 

With  no  deviation  from  the  beginning  of  his  high 
school  education,  through  the  university  and  thence  to  his 
nation's  capitol,  he  has  became  familiar  with  every  function 
and  every  position  in  journalism.  As  editor  of  a  high  school 
paper;  as  proof-reader,  cub  reporter,  and  assistant  city  edi- 
tor for  the  Deseret  News;  as  copyreader  for  the  Washington 
Daily  News;  as  editorial  writer  for  the  Washington  Post, 
and  its  associate  editor  since  1945,  he  is  now  in  the  prime 
of  his  career  an  unquestioned  master  of  his  field. 

Living  with  contemporary  history  in  its  making,  and 
recognizing  the  portent  of  events  as  he  sees  them  moving  in 
their  national  and  international  ramifications,  he  has  not 
been  content  with  reporting,  but  has  made  penetrating 
analyses  of  forces  and  their  probable  results.

His  distinctions  extend  to  other  fields  also,  not  the  least 
of  which  is  his  family  life  in  which  with  his  wife  he  has 
produced  three  fine  sons,  his  service  to  his  church  as  a 
leader  among  both  old  and  young,  and  his  recognized  at- 
tainments in  debating  and  public  speaking.

President  Wilkinson: 


I  have  the  honor  to  present  Joshua  Reuben  Clark, 
junior,  a  prophet  of  God,  and  counselor  to  three  presidents 
of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  Called 
to  this  office  in  1933  from  the  height  of  a  distinguished 
career  in  the  diplomatic  service  of  his  country,  he  had  al- 
ready established  himself  as  a  successful  farmer,  vigorous 
teacher,  beloved  and  revered  father,  an  attorney  of  interna- 
tional stature  and  statesman  of  highest  integrity,  having 
served  his  country  on  important  commissions  under  Presi- 
dents of  the  United  States  Theodore  Roosevelt,  William 
Howard  Taft,  Woodrow  Wilson,  Warren  G.  Harding,  Cal- 
vin Coolidge,  Herbert  Hoover,  and  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt. 

During  the  nineteen  years  of  his  religious  leadership 
he  has  never  known  the  limitations  of  an  ordinary  day's 
toil,  emplo3dng  the  hours  of  the  night  for  scholarship  in 
theology  after  each  day's  devotion  to  the  demanding  bur- 
dens  of   chiurch   and   government   administration. 

Never  willing  to  avoid  the  disfavor  attending  defense 
of  unwelcome  truth,  he  has  struck  telling  blows  against  the 
influences  of  evil  with  such  constant  and  honest  devotion 
to  his  ideals  that  he  commands  the  respect  of  those  whom 
he  has  at  times  opposed.  The  kindliness  of  his  little-known 
but  many  personal  ministrations  to  those  in  need,  his  power 
and  confidence  in  the  truths  he  champions,  and  his  hmnility 
and  deference  to  the  anointed  Prophet  of  the  Lord  have 
endeared  him  to  hundreds  of  thousands  of  his  fellow  Saints. 

As  an  educator  he  was  principal  of  the  high  school  at 
Heber,  acting  principal  of  the  Southern  Branch  of  the  State 
Normal  School  in  Cedar  City,  and  assistant  professor  of  law 
at  George  Washington  University.  He  is  now  second  vice 
president  of  the  Church  Board  of  Education  and  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  this  University. 

One  of  the  world's  outstanding  international  states- 
men, he  represented  the  United  States  on  the  International 
Preparatory  Conunission  for  the  Third  Hague  Conference, 
as  general  counsel  before  the  American-British  Claims  Com- 


mission, as  counsel  for  the  Department  of  State  and  expert 
assistant  to  the  American  Commissioners  in  the  Conference 
on  Limitation  of  Armaments  in  1921,  as  counsel  and  special 
agent  on  the  United  States-Mexican  claims  commissions 
from  1925  to  1927,  as  legal  adviser  to  the  ambassador  to 
Mexico  1928-29,  and  as  special  ambassador  to  attend  the 
inaugural  of  President  Rubio  of  Mexico  in  1930. 

He  reached  the  pinnacle  of  his  diplomatic  career  in 
1933  when  he  was  appointed  Ambassador  Extraordinary  and 
Plenipotentiary  of  the  United  States  to  Mexico. 

Although  he  left  the  ambassadorship  in  1933  to  serve 
in  the  First  Presidency,  he  has  continued  to  be  active  in  in- 
ternational affairs.  He  was  a  member  of  the  United  States 
delegation  to  the  Seventh  Pan-American  Conference  at 
Montevideo  in  1933,  president  and  board  chairman  of  the 
Foreign  Bondholders  Protective  Council  1934-1945,  repre- 
sentative on  the  Conunittee  for  Study  of  International  Law 
established  under  the  Seventh  Pan-American  Conference, 
and  is  a  member  of  the  American  Society  of  International 
Law. 

His  long  service  to  his  country  has  included  positions 
as  assistant  solicitor  in  the  Department  of  State  1906-1910, 
and  solicitor  1910  to  1913.  He  was  a  major  in  the  Judge 
Advocate  General's  staff  and  adjutant  to  the  Provost 
Marshal  General  during  World  War  I.  For  his  wartime 
service  he  was  awarded  the  distinguished  service  medal.  In 
1928  and  1929  he  served  as  undersecretary  of  state. 

As  a  public  leader  he  is  now  an  officer  or  director  in 
many  businesses  including  K.S.L.,  Z.C.M.I.,  The  Western 
Pacific  Railroad,  the  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Society,  and 
a  number  of  strong  financial  and  other  organizations. 

Now  in  the  81st  year  of  his  life,  when  his  productivity 
is  undiminished  and  his  vision  and  analysis  of  vital  issues 
are  as  keen  and  penetrating  as  ever,  in  recognition  of  his 
attainments,  his  services,  and  his  spiritual  and  intellectual 
nobility,  I  recommend  that  he  be  awarded  the  degree 
Doctor  of  Laws,  honoris  causa.
